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Declaration of principles likely 
to precede signing of autonomy pact

SINCE the July 1 target date for 
an Israel-PLO agreement on the 
next stage of autonomy is not 
likely to be met, Foreign Minister 
Minister Shimon Peres and PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat are ex- 
to announce a series of 
partial agreements over the 
weekend. 
. Phis--view is.shared by peace 
negotiator and Environment 
Minister Yossi Sarid, and a non- 
Isracli diplomatic source who has 
met with Arafat. Sarid predicted 
a final agreement will be reached 
“within the next 10 days.” 

An official in the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office said there is ‘no way” 
a complete deal can be worked 
out by the weekend. 

Terje Larsen, head of the UN 
mission in the territories, who has 
been involved in the negotiations 
since the start of Oslo talks in 
1993, told Reuters: “I am utterly 
convinced we'll have a fully- 
fledged agreement very close to 
the target date of July 1 in full 
consistency with the Oslo 
accord.” 


Palestinian negotiator Ahmed 
Qreia held a third day of talks 
yesterday with Foreign Ministry 
Director-General Uri Savir. 

Meanwhile, the committee on 
Palestinian prisoner releases, 
‘headed by Police Minister Mosbe 
Shahal and PA Planning Minister 
Nabil Shaath, is scheduled to . 
meet today, as a partial prisoners’ 
hunger strike enters its 12th day. 
The panel wil] be convening for 
the first time in over a year. 

One Israeli official predicted 
that “several bundred, perhaps 
close to 1,000, or"even more” 
prisoners will be released after 
today.” ἢ 


The General Security Service 
has Tecommendations 
for those slated to be released. 
There are some 5,600 Palestinian 
prisoners still being held, 1,700 of 
them Fatah prisoners, with the 
remainder affiliated with Islamic 
or other rejectionist groups. 

After meeting with the Victims 
of Arab Terror group yesterday, 
Shahal said publicly that prison- 
ers “with blood on their hands” 
will not be released. Approxi- 
mately 400 prisoners are believed 
to fall in that category. 

Among the key differences re- 
maining between the sides: 
© Redeployment: Sarid said last 
night he believed the Palestinians 
would agree to a compromise 
whereby the IDF would redeploy 
from Ramallah and Bethlehem 
by next April or May. 

Israel is expected to redeploy 
from Jenin, Nablus, Tulkarm, 
and Kalkilya in advance of Pales- 
tinian elections this fall. Howev- 
er, it wants to hold off on rede- 
ploying from the other areas so 

roads can be constructed 
for settlers in nearby areas. 

However, Qreia told Reuters 
that Israel must redeploy from 
everywhere in advance of elec- 
tions, expected this fall. 

“Palestinians demand rede- 


fore elections are held... Elec- 
tions will not take place under 
occupation,” he said. 

This suggests that the Palestin- 
ians want redeployment in He- 
bron, a Hamas stronghold, as 
well. Israel wants to avoid pulling 
out of Hebron, due to the pres- 


ence there of some 400 Jewish 
settlers. 

Non-Israeli diplomatic sources 
said the Palestinians insist that 
redeployment from all problem- 


atic areas can be attained by the,

Some reports said current talks 
headed by Maj.-Gen. Uzi Dayan 
and Gen. Abdel-Razek Yihye 
are focusing on Jenin and Nablus, 
while others in preventive securi- 
ty said redeployment will begin in 
Jenin and Kalkilya. 

But all the reports from the 
different branches of the Pales- 
tinian security and intelligence 
services expected agreement and 
the beginning of implementation 
within one month. 
® Civilian Transfer of Authority: 
Israel is planning to transfer ejght 
rather nov-controversial spheres 
of authority to the Palestinians, 
inclading municipal authority 
and fuel. But issues of infrastruc- 
ture, like water usage and control 
of public lands, remain problem- 
atic. 

Energy Minister Gonen Segey 
issued a statement yesterday im- 
ploring the government not to 
turn over electricity grids to the 
Palestinians. 

Estimating the grids’ value at 
NIS 750 million, he said such a 
handover will jeopardize ‘‘regu- 
lar supply of electricity provided 
both to Jewish settlements and 
IDF camps. It also will prevent a 


linkup of grids with Jordan.” 

Non-Israeli diplomatic sources 
cited Palestinian complaints that 
Israel's chief negotiator for the 
civilian talks in Cairo, Maj.- Gen. 
Tan Shahor, does not have the 
mandate to make compromises. 
Φ Elections: Palestinians said 
they understood that the Israelis 
nave agreed to “one council with 
two organs — legislative and exec- 
ative,” a Palestinian election offi- 
cial said. 

Mohammed Shtayeh, a mem-

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Rabin slams 
Netanyahu 
over leaked 
document

THE prime minister and for- 
eign minister blasted Likud 
leader Binyamin Netanyahu 
last night, accusing him of 
making outrageous allega- 
tions regarding instructions to 
make concessions to the Syri- 
ans in Washington, and of ob- 
taining and divulging “stolen 
internal military documents.” 

_ Ina statement released last 
night by Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin’s spokeswoman 
Aliza Goren, Rabin and For- 
eign Minister Shimon Peres 
denied having ever read the 
document in question, adding 
they certainly did not issue it 
as instructions to Lt.-Gen. 
Amnon Lipkin-Shahak for 
this week’s talks with his Syri- 
an counterpart. 

Earlier, in the Knesset ple- 
num, Peres insisted that Ne- 
tanyahu had made the docu- 
ment up. But the document 
was apparently prepared by 
the IDF Planning Branch, 
with Goren saying it was one 
of many prepared in advance 
of Shahak’s trip. 

The discussion of the paper in 
the plenum came during no-con- 
fidence motions filed by the Li- 
kud and National Religious Party 
on the planned IDF withdrawal 
from towns in Judea and Samar- 
ia. The two motions were voted 
on together and defeated 54-48. 

On Tuesday, Netanyahu said 
he had learned that Shahak was 
told to concede on the three prio- 
ciples of asymmetric geographic 
demilitarization, reduction of 
Syrian standing forces, and the 
presence of Jsraeli-manned early- 
warning stations on Mount Her- 
mon. 

Yesterday, he quoted from a 
document purporting to be the 
instructions, but refused to show 
the document to journalists. 

“All rights are reserved to 
[you]. You wrote the document,” 
Peres shouted at Netanyahu. 
adding “It’s all a bluff.” ᾿ 

In a press conference after his 
plenum speech, Netanyahu τὸς 
tracted his claim that the docu- 
ment was issued by Rabin him- 
self, saying instead that it came 
“from the government.” 

He brushed aside questions as 
to how he got the document, but 
said “Someone high up in the 


government system endangered 
himself because he is a patriot." 

_ The document, entitled “Prin- 
ciples of Security Arrangements 
with the Syrians.” is dated June 
19 and comprises 17 clauses. 

According to Netanyahu, the 
first clause reads: “The aim of the 
military group is to discuss the 
security arrangements that will 
be applied in the field within the 
framework of the peace agree- 
ment and to ensure the two states 
can live together in safety for a 
long time.” 

Clause Sa says: “The aim is to 
Create a reality in which the two 
sides will have equal security 
Margins with a smaller invest- 
ment in military resources.” 

_ Clause 7a refers to a demilita- 
rized no-man’s land, and says the 
IDF can withdraw.to a certain 
point while being able to meet 
security needs. 

Clause 7b says the presence of 
foreign forces will act as a politi- 
cal deterrent against a decision to 
move armed forces into the Go- 
lan Heights. 

Clause 9 says: “It is important 
to be reminded of the centrality 
of Mt. Hermon... our stand is the 
IDF should continue to receive 
information which is possible to 
receive only by a presence cn Mt. 
Hermon. We need to discuss the 
possibilities of realizing this." 

It does not clearly mention 
withdrawal from the Hermon, as 
Netanyahu claimed, but the Li- 
kud believes the implication of 
the word “discusses” is that the 
early warning stations will not be 
manned by Israelis. 

Peres's speech’ in the plenum, 
which was constantly interrupted 
by heckling, focused on develop- 
ing Labor's position that the 
withdrawal and autonomy were 
the Likud’s idea, set out in the 
Camp David Agreement with 
Egypt. 

“With all the new parties being 
established I call on you to estab- 
lish another party — the ‘Regrets 
Party." Everything we've done is 
just a small part of what you 
promised to do," Peres told the 
Likud. 

He accused the Likud of sow- 
ing panic. Responding to a claim 
that Jewish cities adjacent to 
Arab towns would be endan- 
gered by the IDF withdrawal, 
Peres said: “Kfar Sava will know 
how to defend itself.”

Rash of bank robberies 
continues unabated 


FIVE more banks and post of- 


fices were robbed yesterday and a ἢ 


money changer was also beld up, 
raising the almost daily toll of 
Tobberies to new levels.

CAIRO (Reuter) — A row be- 
tween Egypt and Sudan over 
Moslem militant activity turned 
serious yesterday after six people 
were wounded on the border and 
Cairo gave free rein to Sudanese 
exiles clamoring to overthrow 
their government.

Egyptian security sources said 
three Egyptians and three Suda- 
nese were wounded in the border 
clash. The defense ministry said 
soldiers were wounded on both 
sides but it gave no further details 
of the casualties.

A polo shirt initially 
marked at NIS 119.90 is now 
down to NIS 83.90. 

Similar reductions can be seen 
at Stefanel and Castro, where 
three-digit prices have been re- 
duced to two digits. 

Whether this will get stock 
moving remains to be seen; but 
anyone who doesn't desperately 
need a new outfit will do well to 
wait another month. Current dis- 
counts have not yet plummeted 
to the final price. A slow market 
will bring prices down even fur- 
ther. A little patience will bring 
its own reward.

Flow personal cooler can help 
you beat the heat, especially in 
the drier areas of the country. It 
costs NIS 280, and works on the 
desert-cooler principle, with 
water. ~ 

Warm air from the room is 
drawn through a water-soaked 
cooling coil. The air blown back 
into the room is cooler by as 
much as 7°C. The three liters of 
water it holds are said to be 
enough for 10 hours of continu- 
ous use before refilling. 

The personal cooler is meant to 
stand atop a desk or table and 
cool the face and upper body of a 
person sitting opposite it. 

It can throw cooled air to a 
distance of 70 to 80 cm. It can 
also be placed near a sleeping 
person at night — but you'd need a 
pair of them for a couple. Amcor 
admits. 

The personal cooler — marznen 
ishi in Hebrew — will work best in 
areas like Jerusalem and the 
South, where humidity is low. 
The manufacturer says this wa- 
ter-cooling method can even low- 
er air temperature in the humid 
Coastal Plain, but not as 
effectively. 

Its power consumption is only 
25 watts at high speed, 18 watts at 
low speed.

BREAKING FREE: A Memoir of 
Love and Revolution by Susan Ei- 
senhower. Farrar, Straus & Gir- 
oux. 295 pp. $23. 


“WISTORICAL writing is 
often hypnotically bor- 
ing. This may be because 

by writing about the lives of great 
men, the historian becomes 
“greater” than they are — at least 
in his own eyes. 

How incredibly refreshing it is, 
then, to read Susan Eisenhower 
so modestly writing about the So- 
viet Union: “It was my rare privi- 
lege to see with my own eyes, the 
awakening of an entire nation as 
its: people created change one 
small step at a time,” she says. 
*,..-Although I was not a ‘player’ 
in a direct sense during those 
years of tremendous turmoil, I 
fell in love with a man who was, 
Roald Sagdeev, a radical reform- 
er and an early Gorbachev 

Susan Eisenhower is president 
Dwight Ὁ. Eisenhower's grand- 
daughter who makes it clear that 
she’s been born and bred with a 
strong distrust of the Soviets, But 
in 1986, she takes a position as 
interim president of the Eisen- 
hower World Affairs Institute. 
In that same year the institute 
gets involved in a ‘*Chautauqua 
Town Meeting,” to be held in the 
Soviet Union. 

She's held strong beliefs in the 
dynamic of the ongoing Cold 
War, but her first sight of Lenin- 
grad comes as a bracing reality 
check: “'... dust and decay, a 
wreck of crumbling facades, rust- 
ing streetcars, empty shops. This 
was the communism we were 
frightened of? This was what the 
US government touted as a threat 
to the American way of life?” 

As the plane heads bome. 
American conferees burst into 
applause when they leave Soviet 
airspace. Susan refrains: “... 1 
tried to suppress the profound 
sadness I felt for the Soviet peo- 
ple, who had so little to show for 
their suffering and sacrifice; and 
for us, who spent so much of our 
national wealth and energy com- 
peting with an empty ideology.” 
she writes. “I hated to hear them 
clap.” 


A YEAR later, Susan attends an- 
other Sovief-Americaa town 
meeting, this-time on the grounds 
of the actual Chautauqua resort. 

Then, because life is wonder- 
fully full of good surprises, she 
meets “a rumpled professorial- 


looking man™ who asks her to

nce. 

Roald Sagdeev is director of 
the Soviet Space Research Insti- 
tute. He's y, he’s nice, he 
speaks impressive- English and 
before long he and Susan are.ex- 
changing confidences about their 
fears of atomic destruction -- not 
in the generalities of officialdom, 
but specific memories of real days 


when each thought they might 
not five to see nightfall. Within 
hours, they're talking to each 
other, not just like human beings, 
but human beings who are falling 
‘in love. 

But the author has.a lot of rec- 
titude and a great deal of person- 
al anxiety. First of all, she’s at- 
tached to the Eisenhower name 
and has responsibilities toward it.

and it conquers all. 

But Roald is already married, 
the Soviet Union is falling apart, 
the CLA approaches Susan to spy 
for them and then taps her 
phone, people from the Russian 
Embassy take her to lunch and 
ask her unnerving questions. The 
KGB begins following the belea- 
guered couple whenever they're 
in Moscow. Then it ‘seems that 
every person in their large and 
public world takes a turn at tell- 
ing them this will never work out. 

Meanwhile, Latvia and Esto- 
nia are deciding they want to be 
separate countnes again, Gorba- 
chev disappears into his dacha, 
Yeltsin mans the barricades, the 
Wall comes down in Berlin, it's 
hangon to your hats, boys, while 
the naturally anxious Susan just 
hopes her sweetheart will be able 
to stay alive, get a divorce and 
marry her, while what used to be 
the Sovier Union crumbles 
around him. 

The last third of this historical 
memoir is utterly beguiling.

Though circuit breakers will 

trip (shut down) or fuses blow (if 


. you've got the old-style fuse box) 


at an overload of 10-20 amperes, 
the antielectrocution device (usu- 
ally labeled in German: “NFI- 
Schutzschalter™) reacts almost 
immediately (at 0.03 amperes). 
With such a device installed, the 
worst you can get is an annoying 
shock. Anything more severe will 


cause an automatic power out- ἡ 


age. 

Each circuit breaker will trip 
(or fuse will blow) automatically 
when there is an overload on that 
particular circuit. 

When this happens, you know 
that some appliance, wire, or 
plug in that circuit is defective, or 
that too many electrical appli- 
ances are working on the circuit 
at the same time. 

The antielectrocution device, 
on the other hand, reacts not to 
overload, but to leakage of elec- 
tricity to the ground. Appliances 
with three-pronged (grounded) 
plugs cause the device to act 


when the appliance itself is leak- 
ing electricity to its metal body — 
even, sometimes, when not in 
use. Appliances with two- 
pronged plugs (no: ground), or 
those with a faulty third prong, 
will cause the device to act when 
a person “becomes” the ground 
{by touching a live wire, for 


example). ἢ 


IF YOUR device trips, usually 
you'll be able to tell what has 
caused the outage. If you were in 
the middle of a load of laundry, 
for example, it’s a safe bet that 
the washing machine did it. Un- 
plug the appliance, and flick the 
device back on. (There are two 
types: the kind that has a lever — 
like a circuit breaker, and the 
kind that has a rotating knob.) 


Locate and correct the problem’ 


before using the appliance again. 

More difficult to pinpoint are 
those appliances which cause the 
device to trip when everything in 
the house is turned off but not 
unplugged.

Start with the easiest 
(those that have plugs within 
reach) and work your way up to 
those with the hard-to-reach 
plugs (that is, built-in oven, dish- 
washer, refrigerator). Each time 
you unplug something, try the ‘de- 
vice again. When it “agrees” to 
turn on, you've located the prob- 
lem appliance. : 

Note: This fiddling with the de- 
vice can cause it to overheat, 
which may prevent it from start- 
ing up again. Let it rest for a few 
minutes before continuing. 

Never try to disconnect the de- 
vice to get around the problem. It 
provides a necessary waming
